Internal affairs 
investigators suspect that 
as many as 21 drug 
enforcement agents couid 
have kept the cash seized 
from at ieast two separate 
operations. It has also 
emerged that none of the 
21 “accused” recall 
whose task it was to iog 
the missing cash. But in a 
move that suggests that 
oniy the surface has been 
scratched concerning the 
misappropriation of drug 
money, internai affairs has 
piaced advertisements in 
daiiy newspapers asking 
the pubiicto come 
forward with compiaints 
reiating to money 
apprehended by 
investigators from the 
DCITE drug enforcement 
agency. 

In an unprecedented move, in- 
ternal affairs inspectors have given 
ten days for members of the pub- 
lic to come forward with evidence 
implicating unscrupulous detec- 
tives whose task it is to seize cash 
and narcotics obtained from op- 
erations against international traf- 
ficking rings at airports. 

The inspectors state in the 
newspaper notice that their call 
on the public was solicited by the 
chief of the PoliciaJudicidria (P J) 
Alipio Ribeiro. 

It further says that “any per- 
son with a complaint or a griev- 
ance against the normal function- 
ing of the DCITE” should come 
forward within the next ten days . 
It is unclear how a complaint by a 
member of the public will be dealt 
with once this ten-day period, 
which ends next Friday, expires. 

In the event of there having been 
more cases ofpolice illegitimately 
seizing cash from traffickers, it is 
also likely that their “victims” 
wouldbe servingjail terms. 

The DCITE, which is a branch 
of the PJ, was first embroiled in 
controversy when it emerged last 
week that close to €100,000 had 
disappeared after it had been 
seized. 

A day after the news broke, PJ 
Deputy Director Jose Braz re- 
signed, though he claims his deci- 
sion to quit was “not necessarily”

When there was still no sign of 
him around 23h00, the authori- 
ties were alerted, and searches 
carried out on the beach where he 
had last been sighted. 

Whilst some reports say that 
the police found the youth, oth- 
ers claim it was the boy’s 
brother-in-law, who asked a lo- 
cal restaurant for a spade to start 
digging. 

The boy was apparently 
found buried under nearly one 
metre of sand, in a kneeling posi- 
tion, his head being the first part 
of his body to be unearthed. 

Authorities have described the 
occurrence as ‘very strange’ . 

Said to measure 1 .70m, the boy 
was completely buried in a hole 
1 .90m deep. After being found, 
officials took two hours before 
removing the corpse and trans- 
porting it to the F aro hospital for 
further examinations. 

Initially it was believed to 
have been an ill-fated prank, 
though no reports of third parties 
being involved have emerged. As 
yet, no explanation has been 
found for the incident. 




Hospitals could

A Lisbon government source 
told Lusa that a special phone line 
has been set up to give informa- 
tion to concerned Portuguese 
with family in Brazil. 

The Airbus-320, operated by 
TAM, had arrived at Sao Paulo’ s 
Congonhas airport, Brazil’s 


busiest, from Porto Alegre in the 
south of the country. 

LAM told Lusa at least one 
Portuguese national had been 
travelling on the flight. Lisbon 
officials could not immediately 
confirm this. 

Brazilian authorities said it 


was unlikely there were any sur- 
vivors from the crash due to the 
extreme heat inside the burning 
aircraft. More victims were ex- 
pected to be found by rescue 
workers in the airport building hit 
by the burning plane.

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Multi-million makeoverto transform 
Portimao into the next ‘Expo’ 

According to Portimao City Hall, the next three years will see 
Portimao’s riverfront drastically transformed into something similar 

to Lisbon’s ‘Expo’ area, complete with cable cars, an Oceanarium, a 

planetarium, and an ‘insect-arium’. 


An international concourse 
open to the public was 
launched to find developers of 
the project, and it appears that 
a design has already been cho- 
sen from a private partner. 

With an estimated budget of 
up to one billion euros, 
Portimao Mayor Manuel da 
Luz stressed the importance 
of including ‘green spaces’, 
along with a purpose-built 


stage for large, open-air shows, 
and alternative parking to free 
the riverfront area of heavy traf- 
fic. 

Due to its three-year dead- 
line, Mayor da Luz has admit- 
ted that the planetarium may not 
take shape at the same pace as 
the other project and could be 
subj ect to budget flexibility and 
economic sustainability. 

One of the main reasons for 


the mega makeover was the 
need to attract more visitors to 
the city. 

According to Mayor Luz, a 
project of this nature will gen- 
erate large national interest, as 
there is nothing of the same 
genre or calibre south of Lis- 
bon. 

It is also hoped that the proj ect 
will also attract more interest 
from the Spanish market. 


The charge of the food 
hygiene brigade 

a while there are fewer police patroiiing the Aigarve this summer, the 

number of heaith and hygiene inspectors has snowbaiied to record ieveis, 
dozens of restaurateurs and bar owners have toid The Portugal News. 


They complained bitterly 
about the way inspectors from 
the Hazard Analysis Controlled 
Critical Points (ASAE) organisa- 
tion are raiding restaurants and 
bars without warning, asking cus- 
tomers to leave and closing 
premises down while they spend 
anything up to four hours check- 
ing that health and hygiene laws 
are being adhered to. 

The Portugal News was told 
that 150 ASAE investigators 
from across Portugal had attended 
a briefing meeting at the Tivoli 
Hotel in V ilamoura Marina at the 
beginning of June, aimed at di- 
recting them to specific areas of 
the Algarve to inspect restau- 
rants, bars, bistros and cafes. 

“They act like gangsters. But 
with gangsters you can negoti- 
ate”, Mr. Nico Boer, director of a 
food import company, which 
supplies restaurants and bars 
across the Algarve, said. 

He explained that the ASAE 
organisation is part ofPortugal’ s 
criminal police force, and alleged 
that its inspectors are armed and 
often think nothing about “bran- 
dishing their weapons”. 

According to Mr. Boer, three 
weeks ago, the oldest restaurant 
in Tavira, which he said was al- 
ways packed both in the summer 
and winter, was closed down by 
ASAE officers without warning, 
and that requests by the owner 
seeking reasons for the closure 
have been totally ignored. 

He went on to complain about 
how the ASAE is “ruining the Al- 
garve ’s culinary tradition”, by 
closing down rural cafes and res- 
taurants that for years have ca- 
tered for country folk by serving 
up local dishes. 

“Homemade foodstuffs are 
now banned. Only industrialised 
food products are permitted,” 
Mr. Boer said, adding that a 70- 
year-old lady had suffered a heart 
attack after the ASAE had raided 
her cafe west of Tavira, three 
times in as many days and closed 
it down after levying a 30,000 


euro fine. 

The head chef of one of Quinta 
do Lago’s most successful res- 
taurants described how two 
weeks ago, ASAE investigators 
had arrived at his premises with- 
out warning. “Three of them 
spent nearly 30 minutes inspect- 
ing the ladies’ toilet, which I 
found unbelievable,” he said. 

He also explained how the 
ASAE officers insisted that his 
team of German chefs, who are 
fully qualified under German 
food hygiene laws, attend Portu- 
guese food hygiene preparation 
courses - a process that has cost 
him 1,000 euro. 

One of the biggest complaints 


made by the restaurateurs and 
cafe owners is, that even though 
ASAE inspectors are levying 
substantial fines, they refuse to 
handover official documenta- 
tion detailing precisely what 
food hygiene laws are being bro- 
ken. 

“Could this mean that money 
paid in fines is not ending up 
where it should?” one bar owner 
questioned. 

At the time of going to press 
The Portugal News was still 
awaiting a reply from the ASAE, 
regarding the claims made by res- 
taurateurs and bar and cafe own- 
ers about the alleged conduct of 
its inspectors. 
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Portugal an IT high-flier among S. European states 



Over 20 million Europeans “discovered” cyberspace last year and 
Portugal’s rate of internet use soared in the same period by over 200%, 
making the country an IT pioneer among Mediterranean states with more 
than 70% of Portuguese citizens now on the internet, according to a 
report published this week. 


Portugal’s internet penetra- 
tion rate last year “exeeeded 
those in other European states 
like Denmark and Luxembourg,” 
said The Orange F oundation, part 
of the Franee Teleeom group, in 
a report primarily on Spain’ s IT 
situation, but also foeusing on 
Europe and the rest of the world. 

The doeument was published 
this week a few days ahead of a 
two-day meeting Thursday of 
EU seienee ministers in Lisbon, 
an event being organized by Por- 
tugal’ s European Union presi- 
deney to diseuss strategies to in- 
erease eompetitiveness in the 
bloe. 

Due to the 22 million Europe- 
ans who went “online” last year, 
there were 312 million internet 
users in the EU at the beginning 
of 2007, the IT report says. 

Portugal was the Mediterra- 
nean state “where eonsiderable 
advanee in most indieators” was 
seen and Italy and Spain “still 
have a long way to go before 
reaehing eonvergenee with the 
most advaneed eountries in the 
region.” 

Citing figures from Internet 
W orld Stats, the Orange F ounda- 
tion report says that Portugal 
aehieved an internet penetration 
rate last year of 73.8%, or some 
7.7 million users. 

This figure is signifieantly 
higher than reeent statisties on 
internet use published by the EU 


and by new usage surveys made 
in Portugal. 

In Mareh, the EU said Portu- 
gal’ s internet penetration rate in 
2006 stood at only 31.4 %. The 
most reeent survey by Bareme 
Internet put this figure at 43 .6%. 

Another notable ehange, ae- 
eording to the report, is the in- 
ereasing popularity of Portu- 
guese-language eontent in the net. 

“The Portuguese have eome 
into view, partly thanks to the role 
of the Brazilians,” notes the doeu- 
ment, adding: “English eontinues 
to be the strongest language, with 
more than 327 million users” on 
the net. 

But Portugal eontinues to fall 
behind in some areas of IT aetiv- 
ity , partieularly in relation to the 
low number of firms who ereate 
websites, the Orange F oundation 
notes. 

“At an international level, 
more than two in every three 
eompanies in the EU with 
internet aeeess have a web page,” 
with Sweden and Denmark as 
Europe’s leaders. In Portugal, 
only 45% of firms use this type 
of interaetion with elients. 

Portugal is also lagging behind 
EU averages in terms of the num- 
bers of eitizens who took IT 
eourses in 2006, with only 8% of 
Portuguese enrolling for this 
training. 

One euriously high statistie 
for internet use in Portugal is the 


39% of people searehing for 
medieal information on their 
home eomputers, two pereentage 
points above the EU average, 
says the report. 

Some 14% of Portuguese 
sought employment last year on 
the internet, this figure was only 
lower in Franee, Cyprus, Ireland, 
and the Czeeh Republie. Internet 
shopping was similarly unpopu- 
lar among Portuguese, with only 
1 .9% of users making purehases 
online. 

Another indieator studied in 
the report was the number of soft- 
ware and IT patents registered in 
different eountries, whieh “are a 
good indieator of innovation.” 

“The EU generates a similar 
pereentage of patents to the US 
and more than Japan, but there are 
great imbalanees in the eontribu- 
tions of different eountries, with 
traditionally more developed 
states like Germany, the UK and 
Franee being the biggest patent 
ereators.” 

The US, Estonia, Finland, the 
Netherlands, Ireland, Japan, and 
Lithuania lead the way in terms 
of IT patent figures, with Spain, 
Italy, Portugal and the Czeeh 
Republie bringing up the rear in 
this respeet. 

Portugal’s share of new IT 
patents in the EU last year was 
only 0.02%, notes the Orange 
Foundation report.

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Minister defends ‘quality over quantity’ approachfor 
Algarve tourism

UK-Madeira routes for easyJet 

British iow-cost airiine easyJet announced Wednesday that it is adding Portugai’s Madeira Isiand to its network with 
flights to Funchai from Bristoi and Stansted airports in the UK from October 29. 


“The type of tourism the Al- 
garve needs is eertainly not en- 
masse tourism”, he deelared dur- 
ing the opening of the ‘ Serralves 
no Algarve’ exhibition, inFaro’s 
historieal Fdbrica da Cerveja. 

When questioned if the gov- 
ernment’ s intention was to 
transform the region into a holi- 
day designation for middle to 
high-elass tourists, he ex- 
plained, “Portugal is a small 
eountry, far off the larger een- 
tres of Europe. The more dis- 
eerning tourist brings more 
money and allows better 
profit-making for hotels”. 

Minister Pinho also revealed 
a number of signifieant projeets 
about to take shape in the Al- 
garve, over the next two years, 
and whieh represent a total in- 
vestment of 1 .4 billion euros. 

“By 2007 there will be 1 4 five- 
star hotels in the region, and 2 1 
by 20 1 0”, he eonfirmed. 

He also eonfirmed that the eon- 
troversial ‘Aiigarve’ programme 
would eontinue for the next three 


years. It is predieted that these 
new hotels will ereate employ- 
ment for some 6,000 people. 

Minister Pinho is adamant 
about transmitting an image of the 
Algarve to the exterior that goes 
beyond sun and sea. 

“Sea, sun, golf, eulture, eon- 
gresses. That is the transversal 
image we want to transmit”, said 
Mr Pinho. 

Despite 2006 being the best 
year in tourism, the first four 
months of 2007 presented figures 
that were “superior to those of 
last year”. 

He is also highly satisfied with 
the sueeess of the ‘Aiigarve’ pro- 
gramme, a speeially made pro- 
gram of summer entertainment 
for the Algarve. 

One of the programme ’ s eom- 
ponents, the ‘Carmina Burana’ 
opera, has already sold out for the 
three days of its duration. 

Coneeming golf, there are pres- 
ently 34 eourses, a further five in 
eonstruetion, and 39 projeets 
presently being evaluated. 
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In a statement, easyJet said its 
Funehal-Stansted flight will op- 
erate daily, while the Bristol- 
Funehal route will be three times 
weekly. The UK budget airline, 
whiehearried35 million passen- 
gers in the last 1 2 months, already 
flies from various UK destina- 
tions to Lisbon and Faro. It also 
operates to the Portuguese eapi- 
tal from Paris and two Swiss des- 
tinations. TPN/Lusa 
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Portuguese Finance 
Minister Fernando Teixeira 
dos Santos, whose country 
hoids the EU presidency, 
said this week that Europe 
shouid not worry at the 
vaiue of the euro, which has 
hit a record doiiar high, but 
concentrate instead on 
impiementing structurai 
reforms in member states. 

If Europe mistakenly eoneen- 
trates on the euro exehange rate, 
it runs the risk of losing foeus on 
struetural reforms and eould j eop- 
ardize the Lisbon Agenda’s tar- 
gets of work and eeonomic 
growth. 

The Lisbon Agenda, launehed 
in 2000 during Portugal ’ s previ- 
ous stint in the EU’ s driving seat, 
is a bloc-wide strategy to foster 
growth through job creation and 
fostering of competitiveness. 

“We must look for factors of 
competitiveness andnotbelieve 
that structural problems can be 
solved by currency devaluation,” 
said Portugal’ s finance minister, 
adding that his country’s 
economy suffered ill effects for 
many years from devaluation 
aimed to compensate for low 
competitiveness, thus delaying 
the adoption of deep reforms. 
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Socialist Costa wins Lisbon City Hall 

Antonio Costa, the Portuguese government’s former No. 2 minister, has won Lisbon’s mayorai by- 
eiection, taking neariy 30 percent of the record iow-turnout vote for six seats in City Haii’s 17-member 
councii. 



“The people of Lisbon have 
spoken clearly”, Mr Costa, who 
abandoned the Socialist cabi- 
net’s internal administration 
portfolio to run for mayor, said 
Sunday night at a victory celebra- 
tion attended by prime Minister 
Jose Socrates. “If s the first time 
in 31 years that the Socialists 
have won Lisbon’s City Hall 
presidency without a coalition”. 

He said he would govern the 
Portuguese capital “without a 
majority”, seeking ad hoc ac- 
cords with the other five tickets 
who won seats in the fractured 
council and promising “impec- 
cable” relations with other city 
political bodies and the central 
government. 

Describing the city’s situa- 
tion as “grave”, Costa pledged to 
“mobilise” city employees, re- 
launch construction projects 
blocked for lack of payments, 
carry out a general clean-up 
campaign and begin resolving 
Lisbon’s dire financial predica- 
ment. 

Outgoing Mayor Antonio 
Carmona Rodrigues, whose in- 
volvement in a still-unresolved 
real estate scandal forced the elec- 
tion two years early, placed sec- 
ond, with nearly 17 percent of 
the ballots on an independent 


ticket, followed by his former 
Social Democratic sponsors who 
won almost 16 percent. 

The national leader of the So- 
cial Democrats, Luis Marques 
Mendes, whose party repre- 
sents the main opposition in 
parliament, assumed responsi- 
bility for candidate Fernando 
Negrao ’ s poor showing . 

Marques Mendes said he 
would convene an early party 
congress, “probably after the 
summer”, for the Social Demo- 
crats to vote on new leadership . 
Long contested within the party, 
he said he would seek re-elec- 
tion. 

Almost 63 percent of Lis- 
bon’ s 530,000 eligible voters ab- 
stained, a record that winner 
Costa blamed, in part, on sum- 
mer holidays and the frag- 
mented 12-candidate mayoral 
field. 

However, the future mayor 
said politicians should “re flecf’ 
on what the abstention meant 
“in terms of disbelief in politics 
on the part of many citizens”. 

Other tickets winning seats in 
the city council were those led 
by independent Socialist Helena 
Roseta, Communist Ruben de 
Carvalho and the Left Bloc’s 
Jose Sa Fernandes. TPN/Lusa

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Socrates, 
Barroso 
pledge all 
efforts to free 
‘deathrow’ 
Bulgarians in 
Libya 

Portuguese Prime Minister 
Jose Soerates and European 
Commission ehief Jose Manuel 
Barroso said Wednesday that 
they would do all possible to lift 
Libyan death sentenees on five 
Bulgarian nurses and a Palestin- 
ian doetor, hours after an appeal 
against the sentenees failed. 

Soerates and Barroso were 
addressing MEPs during the Por- 
tuguese prime minister’ s presen- 
tation of Lisbon’s EU presi- 
deney priorities to the European 
Parliament in Strasbourg. 

Portugal’ s prime minister said 
he had reeeived the news of the 
upholding of the death sentences 
against the medics, for infecting 
children with HIV, “with sad- 
ness”, adding that Lisbon’s EU 
presidency was well briefed on 
the “complex” and “delicate” is- 
sue. 

Portugal, noted Socrates, is 
one of the EU members with the 
best relations with North African 
states, including Libya, and will 
use these ties to seek resolution 
of the problem. 

In turn, the European Com- 
mission’s president told MEPs 
that the bloc’s executive arm is 
working with the Lisbon presi- 
dency and other member states 
to “safeguard the right to life and 
freedom of these people.” 

Although Libya’s Supreme 
Court has upheld the death sen- 
tences against the six medics, it 
has been widely reported that a 
clemency deal could be brokered 
by Libyan President Moammar 
Gadhafi, who wants closer ties 
with the West. TPN/Lusa

The Portuguese EU presidency expressed 
concern Tuesday over mounting tensions 
between London and Moscow, saying the 
biiaterai controversy over the murder of ex- 
KGB agent Aiexander Litvinenko couid 
affect EU-Russia reiations. 



“As is obvious, all problems 
between EU member states and 
Russia reflect on the general en- 
vironment” of ties between the 
bloc and Moscow, Foreign Min- 
ister Luis Amado said in Brussels, 
adding that the EU “should be 
worried” and the Portuguese 
presidency alert. 

Lisbon, Amado said, would 
follow the “bilateral problem” 
with “attention during coming 
weeks”. 

He said he doubted the diplo- 
matic controversy placedthe EU- 
Russia summit planned for Oc- 
tober in Mafra, Portugal, at risk, 
but cautioned it “naturally 
would have some effecf ’. 


London announced Monday 
it was booting out four Russian 
diplomats and would review its 
relations with Moscow, includ- 
ing the process of facilitating vi- 
sas, over the Putin administra- 
tion’s refusal to extradite a sec- 
ond ex-KGB agent Britain con- 
siders the prime suspect in 
Litvinenko’ s murder in London 
lastNovember. 

On another thorny front for the 
Portuguese presidency, Russia 
formally announced Saturday it 
would suspend its participation 
in the 17-year-old European con- 
ventional forces treaty in retalia- 
tion to US missile shieldplans and 
NATO’s expansion eastwards. 


Portugal positive on Bush 
initiative on Middle East 
peace process 


The Portuguese EU presi- 
dency welcomed on Tuesday 
Washington’s call for an inter- 
national conference on Middle 
East peace, describing President 
George Bush’ s initiative as giv- 
ing a “new stimulus” to the 
Quartet meeting set for Lisbon 
Thursday. 

“I believe (Bush’s) declara- 
tion (Monday) will give a new 
stimulus to the action of the 
Quartet”, F oreign Minister Luis 
Amado said in Brussels. 


“The fact the US president 
made the declaration he did al- 
lows us to foresee that there will 
be a new dynamic on the part of 
the Quartet”, Amado added, re- 
ferring to the EU, UN, US and 
Russia broker group that will 
meet on the Middle East in the 
Portuguese capital in two days. 

“I think that in the next few 
months we could enter a new 
phase in this (peace) process 
that has been stalled for so long”, 
said Amado. TPN/Lusa 


Lisbondownplays 
reports ofUKboycotting 
Lisbon summit if 
Mugabe attends 


Portugal’s No.l diplomat 
downplayed on Monday the 
possibility of British Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown boy- 
cotting a forthcoming Europe- 
Africa summit in Lisbon if 
Zimbabwean leader Robert 
Mugabe is invited to the event. 

Luis Amado, speaking in Lis- 
bon after talks with his Jorda- 
nian counterpart, said: “There 
is no surprise in relation to the 
position shown by the British 
prime minister.” 

“We are working for the 
summit to be well attended and 
to have an agenda of 
success.... By then we’ll see 
ideal political conditions for the 
summit to be held in the best 
conditions.” 

Amado was responding to 
questions over UK media re- 
ports citing Prime Minister 
Brown as saying he’ll stay 


away from the Lisbon summit 
between the European and Af- 
rican Unions if President 
Mugabe attends the meeting. 

British newspapers reported 
that Gordon Brown warned Por- 
tuguese counterpart Jose 
Socrates during their meeting 
last week against inviting 
Mugabe to the Lisbon EU-AU 
summit. 

Portugal, which took over the 
EU helm for six months from 
July 1, says improving Eu- 
rope ’ s ties with Africa are a pri- 
ority for its leadership of the 27- 
state bloc. 

Lisbon organized the first 
Europe-Africa summit during 
its previous stint in charge of the 
EU and a follow-up event sched- 
uled for 2003 was cancelled due 
to differences between the two 
continents over the presence of 
Mugabe.

Lisbon praises “broad consensus” on bloc ’s draft budget for 2008 


Portugal’s EU presidency has 
welcomed the “broad consensus” 
achieved at the first talks on the 
European Commission’s budget 
proposals for 2008, despite some 
difficult issues needing to be re- 
solved among member states be- 
fore the budget is approved at the 
end of the year. 


Portugal’s state secretary for 
the budget, Emanuel Augusto 
Santos, said after chairing the 
Econfin budget meeting in Brus- 
sels:” It was a positive start, bet- 
ter than in previous years and with 
more convergence to the positions 
of the European Parliament.” 
EUbudget commissionerDalia 


Grybauskaite, also at the meeting, 
said she “shared the optimism” of 
Augusto Santos after the firstread- 
ing of Brussels’ financial blue- 
print for 2008. 

During the encounter, finance 
ministers from the EU’ s 27 mem- 
ber states, arguing that the bloc 
rarely spends all of the funds allo- 



cated to it, called for an increased 
budget for 2008 of 128.4 billion 
euros, less than the euros 129.2 
billion proposed by European 
Commission chief Jose Manuel 
Durao Barroso. 

Commissioner Grybauskaite 
warned finance ministers that 
some EU initiatives, such as the 


Galileo GPS system and the Eu- 
ropean Institute of Technology, 
could face potential funding short- 
falls next year. Recruitment of 
new staff for a range of EU insti- 
tutions could also face insufficient 
financing, she added. 

Negotiations on the EU’s draft 
budget will get into full swing by 


September among the bloc ’ s ma- 
jor institutions - the Commission, 
Council, Parliament, Court of Jus- 
tice and Court of Auditors, before 
a second reading of the proposals 
in November and revision of the 
document by MEPs to prepare for 
its approval in the European Par- 
liament in December. TPN/Lusa

Portuguese charter operator leasing 
planes to TAAG for Europe flights 


Portuguese eharter operator 
EuroAtlantie Airways is among 
a number of European airlines 
leasing aireraft to Angolan na- 
tional earrier TAAG, blaeklisted 
by the EU, to allow the Afriean 
eompany to maintain its serviees 
to Lisbon and Paris. 


EuroAtlantie said this week 
that it will operate four flights this 
month on behalf of TAAG from 
Luanda to Lisbon and Paris. 

Angola’ s flag flier was banned 
from European airspaee earlier 
this month due to safety eoneems 
originally raised by the Freneh 


authorities. The ban is due to be 
reviewed by Brussels inOetober. 

EuroAtltantie reeently 
formed a partnership with 
TAAG to operate Sao Tome and 
Prineipe’ s newly-privatised na- 
tional earrier, STP Airways. 

TPN/Lusa 
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Portuguese Agriculture Minister Jaime Silva said Monday that EU 
member states presented “muscular positions” during talks in Brussels 
on proposals to radically change the way wine is made and sold in 
Europe. 


Speaking after ehairing talks 
between his EU eounterparts on 
draft plans to liberalise Europe’s 
wine-growing seetor to eombat 
inereasing eompetition from 
other eontinents, Silva said. “We 
had a debate, whieh is always 
museular, but all delegations eon- 
sider reform” of Europe’s wine 
industry is “neeessary.” 

Asked if he thought Portugal’ s 
EU presideney would get agree- 
ment on the wine reform plans 
drafted by EU Agrieulture Com- 
missioner Mariann F iseher Boel, 
the Lisbon minister noted the Eu- 
ropean Parliament has slated a 
vote on the reforms for F ebruary 
next year. 


“We must respeet the work- 
ing of institutions,” added Silva. 

Commissioner Fisher Boel’s 
proposals to revitalize Europe’s 
wine seetor and end deeades-long 
overproduetion inelude an end to 
some subsidies, destruetion of 
vineyards and adoption of some 
New World vitieulture teeh- 
niques like adding wood ehips. 
Other praetiees sueh as adding 
sugar to wine would be banned 
under the plans. 

The reforms have met wide- 
spread opposition in major EU 
wine-produeing states like 
Franee, Germany, Italy and 
Spain. 

Portugal ’ s agrieulture minister 


too has said his eountry would 
faee many diffieulties if the re- 
forms are implemented, partieu- 
larly through eompetition to 
smaller wine-growing regions re- 
liant on traditional produetion 
methods. 

The EU’s farming ministers 
eontinue their diseussions on the 
wine industry reform proposals 
Tuesday on the final day of their 
Brussels eneounter. 

Earlier Monday, the ministers 
failed to reaeh aeeord on propos- 
als to put a genetieally-modified 
potato produet on the market, 
referring a deeision on the matter 
to the European Commission.

Small businesses, industrial networks 
key to more competitive Europe 


Portugal’ s national eoordina- 
tor for the Lisbon Agenda, Carlos 
Zorrinho, said Monday that a 
more eompetitive Europe Union 
depended in great part on dy- 
namie small and medium- size 
(SME) businesses and in ereating 
industrial groups prepared for 
global markets, the Lusa News 
Ageney reported. 

“A stronger Europe implies 
the existenee of a more dynamie 
business network and the erea- 
tion of industrial groups with a 
global voeation”, Zorrinho told 
Lusa, eommenting on the three- 
day meeting of EU eompetition 
and seienee ministers that began 


on Thursday. 

“Sueeess in ereating networks 
in eertain seetors in order to be a 
global player” was a priority for 
the Lisbon Agenda, the seheme 
for eutting-edge European eom- 
petition fashioned during Portu- 
gal’ s last EU presideney in 2000, 
he said. 

The still “embryonie” Euro- 
pean Institute of T eehnology, he 
said, was an example of efforts to 
aehieve “eompetitive dimension 
of global seale”. 

“We must foment allianees, 
bet on researeh and ereate indus- 
trial elusters”, Zorrinho added. 

For Europe ’ s SMEs to beeome 


more eompetitive, he said, sueh 
enterprises must be given “ae- 
eess to researeh, (professional) 
qualifieation and simplifieation 
(of proeedures) and lessened bu- 
reaueraey”, he stressed. 

Sueh apoliey of ineentives, he 
said, would allow the EU to baek 
its SMEs without distorting the 
rules of eompetition. 

Zorrinho reealled that the Lis- 
bon Agenda was based on four 
dynamies: energy, with the dis- 
eussion of elimate ehange; inno- 
vation; professional qualifieation 
and support for the ereation of a 
good business environment.

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North Korea: 
Five Wasted 
Years 



North Korea has shut down its one nuclear 
reactor and the associated plutonium 
reprocessing plant, and a team of 
inspectors from the International Atomic 
Energy Agency has arrived in Yongbyon to 
seal the equipment and oversee the 
decommissioning process. Pyongyang has 
promised to deliver a list of all its other 
nuclear facilities within a few months, and 
then the real haggling will begin. 


Does North Korea really have a 
separate uranium mining and 
enriehment programme, as the 
US Central Intelligenee Ageney 
has alleged? 

What happens if North Korea’s 
list doesn’t inelude any 
information about that? How 
many bombs has North Korea 
built, apart from the one that it 
tested last Oetober, and what 
happens to them now? 

The arguments ean go on for 
years. The arguments WILL go 
on for years, because that suits 
Pyongyang’s purposes, but we 
really didn’t have to start the 
discussion from this far back. 
There didn’t have to be any 
North Korean nuclear weapons 
at all. Indeed, there wouldn’t be 
if arguments had not been 
replaced by threats and 
ultimatums five years ago. 

The main problem was the 
“mercurial” North Korean 
leader, Kim Jong-Il. Or rather, 
it was Kim’s image in the West 
as an unpredictable, half-crazed 
megalomaniac whose dream 
was to rule the world or, failing 
that, to blow it up. The 2004 film 
“Team America: World Police,” 
a somewhat eccentric puppet- 
based study of the interactions 
between foreign policy and the 
intelligence services in the 
United States, captured the 
prevailing Washington view of 
Kim Jong-Il so perfectly that I 
take the liberty of quoting briefly 
from the script. 

Kim Jong II: [to terrorists on a 
giant monitor] Who’s 
responsibre for browing up 
Panama? 

Terrorist: We were upset about 
Cairo. 

Kim Jong II: Goddamnit, how 
many times do I have to tehr you? 
Y ou don ’ t use the WMD s untihr 
you see the signahr! I have 
worked ten years on this pran! It 
is a very precise, and a 
compricated pran! I am sick of 
you terrorists p***** it up! 
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Now take the weapons where I 
tord you and wait for the 
goddamn signahr this time! 
Goodbye! 

[shuts off monitor, and cools 
down] 

Kim Jong II: Why is everyone so 
^ ^ stupid*^ 

This was the imaginary 
monster that President George 
W. Bush had in mind when he 
included North Korea in his 
famous “axis of evil” (aka 
“regimes to be overthrown”) in 
early 2002. Then John Bolton, 
his Undersecretary of State for 
Arms Control and International 
Security, pulled the plug on the 
ongoing, almost perpetual 
negotiations in which North 
Korea traded abstention from a 
full-scale nuclear weapons 
programme for badly needed 
gifts of food and fuel from its 
neighbours. So Kim decided 
that he actually had to go nuclear 
this time to get their attention. 
What the Bush gang didn’t 
realise (although everybody else 
did) was that Kim Jong-Il is not 
crazy. He does not yearn for 
immolation in the fireball of an 
American nuclear weapon, so he 
has no actual plan to attack 
anybody else with nuclear 
weapons. But he learned from 
his late father that blackmail 
works: threaten to build nuclear 
weapons, and your neighbours 
will bribe you not to. 

Kim II- Sung got exactly that 
kind of deal in 1994, and it was 
still in effect when Bush came 
into office although neither side 
had kept all of its promises. Kim 
Jong-Il needed a new and better 
deal, because his country’s 
economy was in even worse 
shape than it had been in the 90s, 
so he began hinting about 
nuclear weapons again. Crude 
tactics, certainly, but not new or 
hard to understand. And instead 
of buying him off with some 
more fuel and food, the Bush 
administration put him on a hit 
list and broke off negotiations 
with him. So Kim carried out 
his threat. 

There was an abortive 
“Framework Agreement” in 
2005 in which North Korea 
promised to stop its nuclear 
programmes in return for 
supplies of food and fuel, the 
establishment of diplomatic 
relations with the United States 
and an American pledge not to 
attackNorth Korea. But the deal 
was immediately undermined 
by the US Treasury 
Department ’ s apparently 
uncoordinated action in freezing

North Korean funds in foreign 
banks because of suspicions that 
Pyongyang was counterfeiting 
US dollars. That was never 
proved, but it took another two 
years to unravel the mess. 

It was only after North Korea 
actually exploded a nuclear 
weapon last October that the 


Bush administration was 
persuaded to abandon its 
obstructive behaviour and sign 
onto a binding agreement with 
Pyongyang. 

“North Korea had less than 1 0 
kg (22 lbs) of plutonium in 
2002,” South Korean chief 
negotiator Chun Yung-woo told 


David Hearst of The Guardian 
in Seoul last weekend. “Now 
they could have as much as 50 
kg. (110 lbs). In other 
words. . .we are not going back to 
the status quo ante. We are 
restarting from a much worse 
position.... We have a long way 
to go before we undo all the 


damage that (John) Bolton and 
his like have done to the process 
of denuclearising the North.” 
But at least they have started to 
clear up the mess.

Ramos Horta said his hours- 
long talks with the gathered party 
leaders had been “very warm” 
and that discussions on the for- 
mation of a new cabinet, after the 
inconclusive June 30 elections, 
would “probably continue next 
week”. 

A decision on a government 
coalition or alliance did“nothave 
to come today”, Ramos Horta 
told journalists after the meeting, 
adding that the constitution gave 
him “two months” to oversee the 
formation of a new government. 

“There will be no government 
before the new parliament as- 
sumes its functions”, he said, an- 
nouncing the first legislative ses- 
sion would take place on July 30. 

The president has called for a 
government of “national unity”. 

He said his meeting, the first 
with all the main party leaders 
since the vote, had not been des- 
tined primarily to discuss a new 
cabinet and that the participants 
had avoided the mutual accusa- 
tions and criticism that character- 
ized the campaign period and 
heated post-election political 


The Guinea-Bissau govern- 
ment said Friday that it had no 
knowledge of a “special envoy” 
from the W est African state, who 
reportedly held talks this week 
in Iran on tightening cooperation 
ties between Bissau and Tehran. 

Iranian news agency Ears re- 
ported that Ousseni E. Banao, 
“special envoy” of Guinean 
Prime Minister Martinho 
N’Dafa Cabi, met Tuesday with 
Iranian Vice-President Parviz 
Davoudi. 

Bissau’ s purported envoy and 
Davoudi discussed, among other 
issues, possible enhanced coop- 
eration between Iran and Africa, 
especially Guinea, said Ears.

manoeuvring. 

The long- dominant 

FRETILIN party, which 
emerged first from the polls with 
29% of the vote, has insisted it 
be tipped to lead a new adminis- 
tration, despite failing to gain a 
majority in the 65-seat legisla- 
ture. 

In contrast, the four main op- 
position parties, headed by 
Xanana Gusmao, the former 
president and Ramos Horta ally, 
have built a maj ority-based coa- 
lition, seeking to dethrone 
FRETILIN. 

In another development, the 
Club of Madrid of former inter- 
national leaders called Friday in 
Dili for an inclusive political so- 
lution, noting that the country 
suffered from “a lack of resources 
and an excess of politicians”. 

Speaking for the group, former 
Lithuanian President Valdis 
Birkvas urged Dili to “use all lead- 
ers with differing values, 
whether veterans or youths”. 

Birkvas led a Club of Madrid 
delegation in talks with senior 
Timorese leaders. TPN/Lusa

Iran ready to deepen 
cooperation after 
Tehran visit of Guinea’s 
‘mystery’ envoy 
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New Cascais 
hospital ready 
by 2009 


A new hospital, the result of a 
joint publie and private partner- 
ship that developed the projeet 
three years ago, is soon to start 
construetion in Cascais, and is 
hoped to be operational by the 
end of 2009. 

The news was recently con- 
firmed by the Ministry of Health 
this week, and foresees the con- 
struction of a new hospital in 
Alcabideche, nexttothe A5/IC30 
junction and which will be built 
by construction company 
Teixeira Duarte, as well as the 
Portuguese Private Hospital 
group. 

Earlier this week, health Min- 


ister Correia de Campos and 
Cascais mayor Antonio 
Capucho held a meeting to dis- 
cuss the future hospital, as well 
as the inauguration of three new 
health centres in Sao Joao do 
Estoril (which is partially func- 
tional), Alcabideche and Sao 
Domingos. 

It is hoped that the construc- 
tion of the new hospital will com- 
mence on December 15* this year 
and be complete by 2009. 

It will comprise 25 1 beds and 
a maternity unit to cater for the 
entire region north of Sintra. The 
hospital will also integrate spe- 
cialist cancer and AIDS units. 


Radars fail to prevent 
speeding 


After a successful experimental 
phase, the 2 1 radars that had been 
strategically placed around Lis- 
bon’ s most problematic areas, are 
nowin full swing and fines will soon 
start to fall through letter boxes. 

In the first 24 hours, over 4,000 
speeding offences were commit- 
ted, representing nearly 170 of- 
fences per hour, the highest speed 
detected being 176 km/h on the 
Radial de Benfica, which has a 
maximum speed limit of 80 kilo- 
metres per hour. 

Located on the Segunda Circu- 
lar, onmain avenues including das 
Descobertas, Infante D. 
Henrique, Estados Unidos da 


America, Marechal Gomes da 
Costa and Gago Coutinho, the 
radars also monitor the Campo 
Grande, Marques de Pombal, 
Avenida Joao XXI tunnels, as 
well as the Radial de Benfica. 

“It is not acceptable,” said 
Marina F erreira, president of the 
Administrative Committee that 
governs Lisbon City Hall. 

“I thought that an experimen- 
tal period would have been suffi- 
cient for people to get used to the 
idea of having radars in Lisbon. 
This is a sign that the radars are 
necessary”. 

A total 4,090 offences were 
registered in the first 24 hours.

“Let’s go and see the action!” 
I urged Don as we grabbed our 
dogs and cameras and headed into 
the crowd. We also donned our 
journalist caps and interviewed 
several of the military personnel 
standing obediently beside their 
green, huge wheeled trucks and 
tanks. Hopefully, not armed. 

“What are these used for,” 


Don asked. 

The bright-eyed, twenty- 
something youth, who spoke 
stumbling English to match 
Don’s stumbling French said, 
“Mainly for repair of military 
airport landing strips.” That’s 
when I had to inj ect my political 
bias. 

“At least you’re not going to 
Iraq,” I observed. 

“Non, non,” he said with what 
I inferred was a statement of 
sheer relief He told us his name 
was Pascal and that his parents 
lived in the southern Parisian sub- 
urb of St. Cloud. His mother, I 
thought, waits at home for him 
this afternoon, assured that she 
will see her son again, while moth- 
ers of US and UK soldiers in 
combat pray anxiously and, in 
fact, some know they will never, 
ever see their offspring again. In 
this time of increasing anti-war 
sentiment, I wondered why 
France would still parade its mili- 
tary on the ground with so much 
fervor. The dogs cowered when 
noise in the sky exploded. Jets 
flew in formation spewing red, 
white and blue plumes to crown 
the Bastille cake. 

What was the message? I pon- 
dered. Was it “We’ll use our 
power if we have to?” That 
France is still a major player? 
Why not have a parade with el- 
egantly decorated, multi-colored 
floats instead of displaying fully 
decked out officers and soldiers 
from all European nations strut-

ting and saluting up the 
Champs? 

A good friend here, whose 
parents spent much of WW II 
in Auschwitz, told me later on 
Bastille Day, “I wish the 
French didn’t have tanks in the 
parade. The Germans used 
tanks when they occupied 
France on these very same 
streets, and the French stood 
by and did and said nothing.” 

My family never suffered as 
hers did, but, nevertheless, I 
had a similar reaction to the bla- 
tant military display. I’m not 
for burying history, but also 
not for flaunting power enough 
to maim or kill. Sarkozy can nod 
and approve of his nation’s 
show of strength, but after less 
than an hour outside. I’d had 
enough and retreated inside our 
apartment. Finally, dusk came 
over the stunning Parisian sky- 
line. I have to admit that then I 
was thrilled when multi- 
colored fireworks lit up and 
wafted over the sky near the 
Eiffel Tower accompanied by 
romantic music. Much better 
seeing fireworks than bombs, I 
thought. And as nightfall ar- 
rived on our street, I happily 
greeted the Citroens and Fiats 
that replaced the tanks for yet 
another year and maybe, and 
hopefully, forever.

‘Discoveries’ 


A group of Portuguese and Spanish teenagers aged 
16 and 17 set sail this week onboard the ‘Boa 
Esperanga’ caravel where they will spend a week re- 
living and commemorating cartographic discoveries 
made by Spanish and Portuguese explorers nearly five 
centuries ago. 


Following the ‘Caja Duero’ 
Iberianroute, the historie sailing 
vessel set sail from Lagos on 
Tuesday July 17*, bound for 
Seville, Spain, where it doeked 
before setting off on the original 
route whieh was mapped in the 
era of the Luso- Spanish diseov- 
eries.

map known to man, a repre- 
sentation of the Ameriean 
eontinent by German eartog- 
rapher Martin W aldseemtiller . 

Belonging to the Regional 
Tourist Board (RTA) ‘Boa 
Esperan9a’ is a repliea of the 
Latin earavel used during the 
Portuguese diseovery era and 
is set to return to Lagos on Fri- 
day 20*. 



Friday 1 3 th lucky dinner 


The sixth day of the week and 
the number 1 3 have both had su- 
perstitious reputations to date 
from aneient times. Some peo- 
ple won’t go to work on Friday 
the 1 3th; some won’t eat in res- 
taurants nor leave their home on 
this ‘unlueky’ day.

The number of 
people attending these dinners 
has risen signifieantly over the 
last few years. Hundreds now 
eome from all over the eountry to 


attend the event where they are 
asked to help with a funeral ar- 
rangement in the ‘tunnel of hor- 
ror’, are greeted by a friendly 
vampire and forced to pass un- 
der a ladder before being seated 
at their table of 1 3 people to eat 
‘mouldy bread’ and ‘black cat 
with excrements’ , sueh as the last 
dinner held at the Aldeamento da 
Bemposta in Alvor.

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Ravine raises concerns

Anyone using the Lagos’s 
number 14 Urban bus may no- 
tiee, as it reaches the end of the 
Dr. Armando Soares Ribeiro 
square - the exit for the Dona Ana 
Beach- the wooden railings that 
protect passers-by from a steep 
ravine and crumbling cliff face 
that overshadows the beach be- 
low. 

Such are one reader’ s concerns 
for the safety of this area that he 
took the matter to the national TV 
stations and subsequently saw 
the issue broadcast on RTF. 

Wishing to remain anonymous, 
his main fear is that, should a car 
or bus, which, according to the 
reader, when empty weighs 


around 12 to 16 tonnes, ever suf- 
fer break failure or skid on oil or 
in wet weather conditions, a mega 
catastrophe would occur. 

“Any vehicle unfortunate 
enough to experience such cir- 
cumstances would certainly 
plummet to the beach below, 
which is normally packed with 
tourists”, he said. “It would be a 
disaster. For the passengers and 
the beach-goers. It is putting lives 
at risk. It is an imminent danger 
that would have tragic conse- 
quences. And the same could 
happen if the driver should need 
to swerve suddenly, or suffer a 
sudden illness”. 

Praia Dona Ana, Lagos, is situ- 


ated some 28 - 30 metres below 
the Hotel Golfmho, in front of 
the Mirante Restaurant. The 
number 14 bus, one of Lagos’s 
urban network carriers, makes 
the circuit five times a day, pass- 
ing within metres of the ravine. 
A protective barrier made from 
wooden poles separates the two. 

These concerns were commu- 
nicated to the city hall in Febru- 
ary, during a public hearing, in 
which the reader also offered a 
simple solution, “ensuring vehi- 
cles turn round before the end of 
the route”, though the only ap- 
parent alterations made to date 
were the installation of wheel- 
high cement vehicle blockades.

Twenty-two year old 
Alessandra, who worked at the 
‘Charme’ salon in Quinta do 
Amparo, central Portimao, had 
been in Portugal only a few 
months, j oining her 27-year-old 
husband Igor who worked in 
the tourism and hotel trade in 
Carvoeiro. Together they had 
a 17-month-old baby son, 
Constantino. 

Allegedly without reason or 
warning, Igor appeared at the 
salon around lunchtime . N eigh- 
bours’ reports and eyewit- 
nesses described him to be ‘in a 
goodmood’ whenhe entered the 
salon. 

But what was to follow 
proves contradictory. 

Entering the salon, ran by 
owner Larissa, Igor reportedly 
grabbed his wife, took her into 
a beauty therapy room at the 


back of the salon, locked the door 
and proceeded to stab her, in- 
flicting fatal wounds to the tho- 
rax and stomach. 

He then turned the blade on 
himself, committing suicide with 
fatal stabs to the chest. 

After realising something was 
wrong - reportedly having heard 
screams, though this is not con- 
firmed - Larissa immediately 
called the police who arrived 
within minutes, at approxi- 
mately 1 3h 1 7, along with a medi- 
cal emergency unit and a team of 
firemen. The deaths were con- 
firmed moments later, the bodies 
found laying side by side, 
Alessandra facing upwards as her 
husband lay by her side, face 
down. 

An acquaintance with which 
the couple had left their son on 
occasions, told how Alessandra 


had once taken baby Constantine 
to be left in her care, and both 
mother and son had bruises to the 
body. The bruises are believed to 
have been the consequence of 
domestic disputes concerning 
Igor and Alessandra’ s father. 

Informed that his daughter had 
been involved in a ‘ serious acci- 
dent’ , Alessandra’ s father rushed 
over to the salon. His path was 
blocked by police officers when 
he tried to enter. After being told 
what had occurred, reports state 
he was visibly shaking, his cries 
described as convulsive. 

Both the father and salon 
owner Larissa were then taken to 
the nearby PSP police station to 
give statements. 

The tragic event has left 
friends and family bewildered. 

Local residents and those fa- 
miliar with the young Ukrainian 


described her as ‘beautiful’ and 
‘polite’ and who, despite know- 
ing very few words in Portu- 
guese, still made an effort to 
communicate. 

The Portugal News at- 
tempted to speak to ‘Charme’ 
owner Larissa. 

Looking drawn and pale, 
dressed head to toe in black and 
without makeup, she declined 
to comment, saying, “Don’t 
bother. I won’t talk about if’. 
When asked if she had been in 
the salon at the time the inci- 
dent occurred, she denied being 
present. 

At the time, on Tuesday 
morning, the salon was open 
and a few clients could be found 
inside. 

Subsequent allegations claim 
that Alessandra was intending 
to leave her husband. 


Motorway ambulance 
accident injures four 


Four people were seriously in- 
jured when an ambulance belong- 
ing to the T avira fire-brigade was 
involved in an accident on the All 
shortly after rescuing a victim 
from an earlier car crash in Picota. 

According to a source from the 
District Rescue Operations Cen- 
tral (CDOS) the ambulance was 
carrying the victim from Tavira 
to Faro when it lost control and 
swerved off the motorway. 


The four occupants, three fire- 
men and the victim, all suffered 
serious injuries, one being trans- 
ported to a hospital in Lisbon by 
helicopter, another fireman later 
being taken to Lisbon by ambu- 
lance. 

Seventeen firemen from two 
corporations, six vehicles, three 
INEM emergency medical re- 
sponse units and six medics were 
involved in the rescue.

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Car Hire 

As we approach the main holi- 
day period I would like to bring 
to your attention my recent trou- 
bled experiences of hiring cars 
from airauto rent-a-car at Faro 
airport. Hopefully you will print 
them and they can act as a fore- 
warning to others. 

On 18/04/07 I picked up a 
Chevrolet Matiz at Faro airport 
and the damage report showed 
just 1 0 marks on the body which 
I confirmed with my signature on 
the damage report. 

On 1 5/05/07 1 returned the hire 
car to airauto at Faro airport as- 
suming that nothing additional 
had happened to the car. How- 
ever the airauto representative 
identified that the lock on the driv- 
ers door did not work and the 
bodywork around it had the 
slightest dent. On close examina- 
tion it looked as though someone 
had tried to force the lock. How- 
ever I am not sure that the car had 
ever been broken into during my 
rental period and certainly noth- 
ing of ours was ever taken from 
the car. I had not overused the key 
to open the car as I had always 
used the zapper. I therefore can- 
not even be sure that the ‘dam- 
age ’ occurred whilst the car was 
rented to me. All I can confirm 
was that I did not spot the mini- 
mal bodywork damage when I 
picked up the car. However my 
signed credit card slip was re- 
tained and the staff said they 
would have to report the matter 
to their manager to decide 
whether to charge for the damage. 
At their request I gave them my 
telephone number and they said 
I could expect a call on 16 May 


from their manager. 

However I did not have any 
further contact from airauto but 
on 19 May checked my credit 
card statement to find that it had 
been debited with 300 euros. 

On 2 1 May I returned to Faro 
and, as booked months earlier, 
collected a Chevrolet Matiz (a 
different one) from airauto. Be- 
ing 300 euros wiser I obviously 
checked the locks on this occasion 
and to my amazement found the 
car lock on the drivers side was 
again damaged andyetnot shown 
on the damage report. I had the 
damage report amended to reflect 
this oversight by airauto. How- 
ever I wonder if the “newly dam- 
aged lock” would have been de- 
tected when I the returned the car 
and I would have subsequently 
been charged another 300 euros. 

In my opinion it is more than a 
coincidence that I rented two dif- 
ferent cars where the car locks had 
been damaged and yet the dam- 
age not recorded on the car col- 
lection damage report. Interest- 
ingly airauto provide an insurance 
policy which covers most dam- 
age to the rental car but not the 
locks. 

Lesson - check the locks with 
the keys of all rental cars.

Entering 
the place that sits right on top of 
the beach we were greeted by Sr. 
Bilal to this small and cosy place. 
The restaurant looks like Tricia 
Guild meets IKEA, warm and 
colourful. Sr. Bilal suggested we 
try the Sargo (fish) and a chilled 
red wine. He said he makes lamb 
only to order and gave us his card 
and asked us to call in advance.

thousands of others desperate 
for a suitable donor are still wait- 
ing. Over 7,200 patients were 
listed as aetively waiting for a 
transplant at the end of March 
2007. 

“Organ donation is still a 
problem in the UK,” says Sue 
Johnstone of Transplants in 
Mind, whieh organises National 
Transplant Week. 

“The situation’s getting bet- 
ter but when you think there’s 
only 14.4 million people regis- 
tered on the Organ Donor Reg- 
ister, whieh is only 23% of the 
population, we still have a very 
long way to go.” 

When asked, 90% of people 
surveyed agreed with organ do- 
nation. So why the shortfall on 
the register? 

“Edueation is essentially the 
problem,” Johnstone says. “It’s 
getting people to talk about their 
own demise, whieh of eourse is 
very diffieult for anybody.” 

T ransplant Shortfall 

The donor situation may be 
desperate now, but it’ s set to get 
worse. The number of people 


needing a transplant is expeeted 
to rise steeply over the next dee- 
ade due to an ageing population 
and an inerease in kidney failure. 

Finding suitable donors for 
ethnie minorities is also proving 
inereasingly diffieult. Blaek 
people are three times as likely 
as the general population to de- 
velop kidney failure and the need 
for organs in the Asian eommu- 
nity is three to four times higher 
than that of the white eommu- 
nity. 

Johnstone explains: “One of 
the major problems we’re hav- 
ing is getting ethnie minorities to 
sign on to the Organ Donor Reg- 
ister. Some automatieally as- 
sume they ean’t be a donor be- 
eause of religious reasons but 
that’s not true - it’s personal 
ehoiee. 

“It makes life so mueh easier 
when a potential donor eomes up 
if they are the same ethnie minor- 
ity as the potential reeipient.” 
Talking It Over 

Signing on to the Organ Do- 
nor Register is a vital step for- 
ward in helping to save lives af-

ter your death. But diseussing 
your wishes with friends and 
relatives is also vitally impor- 
tant. 

Johnstone says: “What we’re 
trying to do is get people to 
make their deeision known by 
signing on to the Organ Donor 
Register but, most importantly, 
diseussing it with their next of 
kin so that they too are aware.” 

The 2006 Human Tissue Aet 
now puts the donor’s wishes as 
paramount, but it’s still impor- 
tant to keep loved ones informed 
to avoid further upset. 

“The one thing we want to 
stress to people is to please tell 
your next of kin to avoid diffi- 
culties down the line,” 
Johnstone says. “It will make 
their life a lot easier because they 
know exactly what you wanted. 
It also eliminates the shock and 
questions they would have to 
answer or think about at such a 
difficult time.” 

HowTo Become A Donor 

You can make a permanent 
record of your wishes by join- 
ing the NHS Organ Donor Reg- 
ister. This means you don’thave 
to carry your donor card around 
at all times. The NHS Organ 
Donor Register is a confidential, 
computerised database that 
records the wishes of more than 
1 3 million people who have de- 
cided that, after their death, they 
want to help save other lives. 

Age or race is not a factor - 
30% of people on the NHS Or- 
gan Donor Register are aged be- 
tween 1 6 and 25 when they join. 
A further 24% are aged between 
26 and 3 5 , and 9% are 65 or over 
when they sign up. 

Johnstone says: “There is no 


upper or lower age limit. I have 
seen when a man signed up his 
eight- week-old baby to the reg- 
ister because he felt so strongly 
about it. It’s not just adults that 
need organs, it’s children as 
well.” 

People can opt for any part of 
their body to be transplanted, or 
for specific organs only, such as 
kidneys, heart, lungs, liver, 
pancreas or corneas. Anyone 
can join the NHS Organ Donor 
Register by contacting their lo- 
cal ‘Centro de Saude’ (Health 
Centre) or nearest hospital. 
Donor Facts 

• More than 9,000 people need 
an organ transplant in the UK. 

• Last year a record 3,086 
people’s lives were trans- 
formed by a transplant. More 
than one in five of all trans- 
plants are from living donors. 

• Transplants are now so suc- 
cessful that many more patients 
can be considered for treatment 
in this way. 

• In 2001, an eight-year-old 
boy became the 100,000th pa- 
tient to be registered for a trans- 
plant. 

• Advances in surgical skills 
and better drugs mean that a 
year after surgery 94% of kid- 
neys in living donor trans- 
plants, 88% of kidneys from 
people who have died, 85% of 
organs in liver transplants and 
81% of organs in heart trans- 
plants, are still functioning 
well. These figures are improv- 
ing all the time. 

• The average waiting time for 
an adult kidney transplant is 
841 days. Children wait on av- 
erage 164 days.

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Gothenburg goes gastro 


■ A visit to Gothenburg serves up some cuiinary deiights. A crisp giass of Chabiis and a piatter of buxom 
oysters perched on a bed of crushed ice iook up at me invitingiy. 


My companion and I toast to 
an unexpected gastronomic expe- 
rience as we slip one oyster after 
another down our grateful 
throats. 


Who knew Gothenburg, Swe- 
den’ s second biggest city, would 
be so wonderful? Sure, our trip 
had been promoted as a gastro- 
nomic experience but we naively 


thought of meatballs and roll 
mops. What we got was first class 
nosh. 

Gothenburg was never a place 
on my ‘must see’ list but having 


taken advantage of the direct 
Ryanair flights from Stansted to 
this compact and sophisticated 
city I can now add it to my favour- 
ite s.

Aesthetically, it is quite some- 
thing. Gothenburg dates Ifomthe 
1 7th century and is criss-crossed 
by canals and bordered by a moat 
that was part of the original for- 
tifications. 

The city, just a 25-minute bus 
ride from the airport, thoroughly 
lives up to its nickname as the 
‘green city’. Trees everywhere, 
vast parks and flower fields right 
in the centre and hardly a piece of 
litter to be seen drifting in the gen- 
tle wind speak volumes of resi- 
dents who take pride in their 
home. 

Everywhere is accessible by 
foot, though the trams are a good 
way of getting around. 

It is a city of culture and some 
beautiful architecture but I di- 
gress, because we are here to sam- 
ple the thriving restaurant scene 
(the city boasts no fewer than 
four Michelin-star restaurants), 
and so we begin at what the lo- 
cals call the F ish Church, so called 
because of its ecclesiastical archi- 
tecture. 

Surrounded by mountains of 
shrimp, caviar, salmon and a va- 
riety of other seafood that the 
Gothenburgers love so much, we 
slink into one of the small cafes 
for our oyster hit. 

T o top off our lunchtime snack 
we take a short walk into the 
city’s old town, Haga. The nar- 
row, cobbled streets are a hive of 
activity with street performers, 
a multitude of dinky shops sell- 
ing jewellery and other trinkets, 
and dozens of cafes scenting the 
air with a tantalising drift of cin- 
namon buns and coffee.

There’s nothing 

Gothenburgers like more than a 
coffee, beer or wine in the sun. So 
at the earliest hint of spring start- 
ing to show its colours, out come 
the pavement chairs and tables - 
with the wonderful touch of 
fleecy blankets at the ready 
should a chilly breeze still try to 
get one over the warming rays of 
the sun. 

We settle in one and sip good, 
strong, powerful coffee accom- 
panied by a pastry or two. Actu- 
ally, we would have gone pastry 
crazy if my companion had not 
reminded me that we had a 7pm 
reservation (they eat early in 
these parts) with a specially 
planned menu at one of the city ’ s 
top restaurants. 

Avenyn No 1 Restaurant is a 
beautifully restored 19th century 
building serving up three differ- 
ent dining experiences, from fine 
dining to bistro-style meals, with 
a bar under the same roof Its din- 
ing roots lie in traditional Swed- 
ish cuisine - making a firm come- 
back after being shunned by lo- 
cals for a while - with innovative 
Mediterranean touches. The res- 
taurant, with its plush booths, 
elegantly high roof and fioor-to- 
ceiling curtains, openly boasts at 
employing some of the finest 
chefs in Sweden. And the proof 
was on our plates. 

After an aperitif - the best 
Bloody Mary this side of any- 
where - we are in seafood heaven 
again with pike on a bed of sea- 
food salad. This was finished off 
by the most delicious tiramisu I 
have ever eaten. 

Gothenburg is far from isolated 
in world tastes, and also, con- 
trary to popular belief, caters to 
most budgets. In fact, on week- 
days many restaurants offer a 
main course, salad buffet, soft 
drinks and coffee for as little as 
£5 (€7.41). Or whet your appe- 
tite for the ‘After Work’ experi- 
ence, which combines happy 
hour on drinks with free food and 
snacks. 

If budget is less of a concern, 
spend an early evening at Barrique 
Wine Bar. Barrique is truly some- 
thing special. Combining exquisite 
tapas-style food (like local 
specialties caviar and oysters) and 
sublime wines from around the 
world, the passion, enthusiasm 
and knowledge of its owners can 
be tasted in each morsel and drop. 
It is fast developing a smitten cli- 
entele with its constantly chang- 
ing wine themes and innovative 
menus, showcasing the best from 
around the world. 

There is much that stands out 
in this city but none more than the 
Gothenburg people. Forget the 
old myth that the Swedes are a 
cool bunch. Wherever we went, 
people were open and friendly 
and interested in finding out 
where we were from, why we 
were here and what did we think

Aside from the gastronomy 
and cafe culture, take a city tour, 
either by bus, tram or on foot. 
With my knowledge of 
Gothenburg ’ s history sketchy at 
best, a two-hour walking tour on 
a glorious spring day taught me 
more than any guide book would 
have done. Like the sculpture of 
inventor John Ericsson, whose 
crumpled trousers so outraged 
locals early last century that the 
artist, sculptor Ingel Fallstedt, 
committed suicide. 

It’s worth putting an evening 
aside to experience the world-re- 
nowned Gothenburg Opera 
House, situated splendidly in the 
central harbour and only a five- 
minute walk from the city centre. 
And there’s a plethora of muse- 
ums, offering diversity from art 
to historic exhibitions. 

A fantastic and cost-effective 
way of making the most of your 
stay is the Gothenburg Pass (£ 1 6/ 
€23.72 foradults,£12/€17.79 for 
children), giving unlimited access 
for 24 hours to all the main attrac- 
tions, public transport and 
Gothenburg’s most famous at- 
traction, the Liseberg amuse- 
ment park. 

Just 45 minutes drive north- 
west of the city is Marstrand Is- 
land. Besides gorgeous cliffs and 
quaysides to explore, the island - 
one of about 3,000 between the 
city and the Norwegian border - 
offers fantastic swimming, bars, 
restaurants and some excellent 
hiking trails. 

By early Sunday afternoon we 
abandon the rest of the planned 
itinerary to do as the locals do and 
spend a sunny few hours at a cafe 
sipping wine and indulging in yet 
more seafood. We order the 


popular shrimp sandwich - a de- 
licious affair that only gives anod 
to bread and takes up the entire 
plate. 

Sated and satisfied we leave this 
lovely city. Next time we really 
must try Swedish meatballs!

The hot weather we’ve been having can take its toll on patio pots, hanging 
baskets and containers if they have wilted badly or leaves have dried 
through lack of watering and neglect. 


So, is there any way to revive 
summer eontainers so that they 
ean still produee an abundanee 
of blooms later on in the season? 

With a little TLC most plants 
ean be revived, says Helen 
Bostoek, hortieultural adviser at 
the RHS garden in Wisley. 

“Try to remove anything be- 
yond redemption,” she says. “If 
you have shoots or leaves whieh 
are dried up but the main stems 
are still fleshy piek off all dam- 
aged tissue. 

“Onee you have done that, try 
to get the plants baek on traekby 
giving them a good watering and 
when they have revived suffi- 
eiently a liquid feed whieh will 
be absorbed quiekly. You are 
trying to stimulate both root de- 
velopment and flowering 
growth.” 

Don’t be over-zealous with 
the feed, though, or you eould do 
more damage if potassium lev- 
els go too high and bloek other 


nutrients such as magnesium and 
iron from getting to the plant. 
Symptoms of over-feeding in- 
clude yellowing foliage. 

“Following the manufactur- 
er’s instructions and if you 
haven’t got any then a general 
rule of thumb is to feed the plants 
every seven to 10 days,” she 
adds. 

Water must now be given on 
a regular basis and on very hot 
days night and morning. 

Check that your pots are free- 
draining and if you’ve put them 
in saucers don’t let them sit in 
water or the roots of the plants 
will rot. 

Move your pots on to feet or a 
stand which allows the water to 
drain through and do the same if 
you have been sitting your pots 
on a flat surface like a patio stone. 

This is especially important 
when you have removed a lot of 
damaged foliage from a plant, 
because leaves get rid of water 


through the root system. If the 
leaves are damaged they won’t 
be using up as much water as 
they would if they were in top 
condition. 

Make sure the compost isn’t 
sitting too high on the crown of 
the plants and top the pots with 
a handful of gravel or grit to al- 
low free drainage. 

“If you promote active 
growth, the flowering will 
come,” says Bostoek. 

“The clearing out has to be 
thorough. It might look really 
awful at first but leave on the 
healthy foliage, even though the 
rest of the plant seems to be 
struggling. 

“There should be no hard 
pruning and no pinching out at 
this stage until it shows some 
sign of recovery.” 

Once you have got your wa- 
tering routine in check plants can 
recover within two to three 
weeks

In November 1992 Bill 
Clinton, a relative unknown 
from Hope, Arkansas, as- 
eended to the highest politieal 
offiee in the United States. His 
presideney eouldn’t have had 
a worse start, as Bill and Hillary 
bungled near enough every is- 
sue to eome their way. 

The White House was cha- 
otie and disorganised, and un- 
der a hail of right wing Republi- 
ean gunfire Bill looked set to be 
evieted by the Ameriean peo- 
ple at the first available oppor- 
tunity, after getting a pasting 
from the voters in Congres- 
sional eleetions. 

But both his opponents and 
the people underestimated the 
Comebaek Kid. President 


Clinton, asNigel Hamilton ably 
narrates, was one of the bright- 
est men ever to hold the office, 
and the most able political com- 
municator of his generation, 
and slowly he turned things 
around. 

By the end of his first term, 
with help from Republican 
strategist Dick Morris, Clinton 
found America’ s centre ground 
and stood there, rigidly, while 
Republican leader Newt 
Gingrichbecame more and more 
rabidly right wing, to the point 
of shutting down the Govern- 
ment. Clinton’s polls went up; 
Gingrich’ s went down. 

Hamilton clearly admires his 
subject, but is fair throughout, 
giving credit for free trade and 
balanced budgets, Clinton’s 
ability to bounce back, convince 
people of his arguments 
and, eventually, lead 
America overseas, nota- 
bly in Bosnia and the 
Middle East, and at times 
of crisis. 

Despite the wealth of 
material, the book never 
feels leaden, and gets more 
readable as you go on. 

He also has a good eye 
for detail. Lewinsky hap- 
pens, but no-one knows 
by the end of this volume. 
Hamilton, though, has 
clearly made up his mind. 
Bill was weak, and 
Monica came to Wash- 
ingtonboasting of “Presi- 
dential kneepads”.

Ask the expert 


Is it true that if I give my newborn baby a dummy it reduces the risk of cot death? 

Professor George Hayeoek, 
seientifie adviser for the Foun- 
dation for the Study of Infant 
Deaths (FSID), says: "If s true 
that settling your baby to sleep 
with a dummy ean reduce the 
risk of cot death. A number of 
research studies have been pub- 
lished in the last few years sug- 
gesting that babies who are 
regularly given a dummy when 
put down to sleep are less likely 
to die suddenly and unexpect- 
edly than those who aren't. 

"The American Academy of 
Pediatrics (AAP) then set up a 
research group to investigate all 
the published literature on this 
subject, and they found that the 
overall risk of Sudden Infant 
Death Syndrome - or cot death 
- was halved by dummy use. 

"FSID therefore advises par- 



ents to settle their babies to sleep 
with a dummy, even for naps. 
Don't worry if the dummy falls 
out while your baby's asleep, and 
don't force your baby to take a 
dummy if he or she doesn't want 
it. If you're breastfeeding, don't 


begin to give a dummy until 
your baby is one month old, to 
ensure breastfeeding is well-es- 
tablished. Never coat the 
dummy in anything sweet, and 
gradually wean your baby off a 
dummy by the age of one year. " 


Sweet dreams or wakeful nights 


Helping your child to 
drift off to dreamiand 
can be tiresome, but 
these tips couid ease 
the transition: 

1. Offer your child a 
security object such as a 
small blanket or a T-shirt 
with your scent on it. 

2. Sing lullabies each 
night, in the same reassur- 
ing order. 

3. Give your child a 
warm bath before bedtime. 

4. Massage your child 
with a soothing lotion. Take 
an infant massage class to 
learn techniques. 

5. Reassure your chil- 
dren that you are only steps 
away, and they are safe. 

6. Establish a settling 
routine for your child which 
you stick to. 

7. Ensure the room tem- 
perature is neither too hot nor 
too cold and that your toddler 
is dressed comfortably.

Is napping a no-no? 


Afternoon naps are often as much of a rest for parents as they are 
for the children who take them. However, some recent US studies 
have suggested that such daytime rests could be linked to sleep 
problems and impaired mental performance.

One of the studies, at the Uni- 
versity of Southern Mississippi, 
found that napping in ehildren is 
assoeiated with a shorter time in 
bed during the week and a shift 
to later weekend bedtimes and 
getting up times. Longer naps 
were assoeiated with greater 
shifts, and more diffieulty getting 
to sleep and waking up in the 
morning. 

Alyssa Cairns of the universi- 
ty's Sleep Researeh team, whieh 
earried out the researeh, says: 
"Our data doesn't eonelude that 
napping is bad for ehildren - we 
ean only be deseriptive about our 
findings. Our lab is investigating 
whether napping is assoeiated 
with how children distribute 
their sleep and daytime perform- 
ance, and it's a possibility that 
napping may not pose an issue, 
or even be advantageous, as long 
as it doesn't conflict with social 
demands or interfere with noc- 
turnal sleep." 

She adds: "The burning ques- 
tion is: is childhood napping bad 
or good? We can't answer that just 
now, as we haven't done the stud- 
ies." 

But another study, by Joe 
McNamara's team at the Univer- 
sity of Florida, found that chil- 
dren who took longer naps com- 
pleted fewer puzzles success- 
fully, and the later they went to 
bed, the worse they performed. 

However, McNamara stresses: 
"These children need more sleep 
than they're getting, and that's 
what the problem is. They're try- 
ing to make up for it during the

day. 

"It's a chicken and egg problem 
- are they napping because they're 
not getting enough sleep at night, 
or are they not getting enough 
sleep at night because they're 
napping?" 

But for paediatrician Dr Marc 
Weissbluth, founder of the Sleep 
Disorders Center at Chicago 
Children's Memorial Hospital, 
and author of Healthy Sleep Hab- 
its, Happy Child, it's all a simple 
question of what time a child goes 
to bed at night. 

His 1995 study on nap sin chil- 
dren conclusively showed that 
nap patterns are under strong bio- 
logical and genetic influences, 
and the number of naps, their 
duration, and when they appear 
and disappear is highly predict- 


able. 

He says: "Obviously, such a 
powerful developmental feature 
must serve some useful purpose. 

"Doing original research, writ- 
ing, and consulting on sleep since 
about 1980 gives me the author- 
ity to say that good quality naps 
and night sleep are unequivocally 
important for children. 

"The fact is that when children 
go to sleep too late at night, mood 
and performance are impaired. 
The resulting daytime drowsi- 
ness might produce late or long 
naps, both of which interfere with 
earlier bedtimes. 

"In this case, naps are the in- 
direct consequence of the main 
problem, which is a bedtime 
thafs too late."

this time that we bravely decided 
that we would risk staying in 
hotels with the dogs, at the time 
we had Lennie, our Beardie and 
Sandy, our Old English Sheep- 
dog. They were no trouble at all 
so all Holidays now included 
them, neither of them ever went 
in the Kennels. We had a saloon 
car so they had the car harness — 
yes really all those years ago, and 
were strapped on the back seat. 

Then Pets Passports arrived, 
we changed the car to a larger one, 
bought our farm here and started 
the four drives a year from 
Torquay to here, always with 
Lennie and Sandy. Everyone said 
we were completely mad! The 
first trip was done with the dogs 
in the boot with a dog guard, to 
satisfy the Spanish Rules. How- 
ever, this was really not ideal. Sat 
in road works over the Pyrenees 
in the searing heat with two dogs 
desperate for water was a chal- 
lenge. I am sure they have fin- 
ished that motorway now! ! ! As 
both dogs were mature and sen- 
sible all other trips were done 
with the car harness and the back 
seat. I was happier with this as I 
could reach them at all times. 
When we bought Chloe (our 
younger Old English Sheepdog) 
down with us she was only 4 
months old, no way would she 
have sat still for 36 hours in her 
car harness. We put our cage in 
the car boot and she was tucked 
up in that. I had trained her to use 
her cage from 8 weeks old in 
preparation for the trip and she 
saw her cage as her sanctuary. It 
was the middle of winter when we 
did that trip so water and over 
heating were never an issue ! ! She 
happily travelled in her cage in the 
back until she was about 10 
months old when she suddenly 


young and silly to do a long trip 
in their car straps — I honestly 
think Cleo would be fine but 
Merlin would fidget after an hour, 
so they do any long trips in the 
cage in the boot. Obviously liv- 
ing and travelling down here the 
glare of the sun could be a prob- 
lem but I have now got a reflec- 
tive cover for the cage, this cover 
has proved very effective. 

Products have changed a lot 
recently with companies realis- 
ing that far more dogs do travel. 
This makes our life easier. Car 
harnesses are widely available in 
all sizes and are such a good idea, 
they can be used for the walks as 
well so no searching for the leads. 
Cleo and Merlin each have a trav- 
elling food container which holds 
about 5 days food and comes 
complete with two bowls to slot 
on each end, one for food, one for 
water. This does away with all 
the fumbling about in the dark 
that used to happen as the car 
became more disorganised the 
more we lived in it! ! They also do 
a very good small soft bag which 
will take a larger amount of food 
for the longer trip, or a larger 
dog! ! My bowls will fit into that 
bag. Many is the time Lennie and 
Sandy ended up with a tin of tuna 
on a picnic plate as I could not 
locate the correct food or bowls 
which were buried somewhere. I 
have the mini water bowls with 
attached bottle which is invalu- 
able to carry on a ‘pit stop’ 
around a forest service area — I 
remember them well in France, 
long walk around pine trees, the 
dogs loved it! There are waist 
straps available that contain the 
water bowls, poo bags and space 
for keys and the phone . All of the 
above are available from 
Paws4Pets. 

I have just been reading an in- 
teresting article about Pets Pass- 
ports. It seems that the EU will 
request that the UK fall in line 
with the rest of the EU in its re- 
quirements. Over the rest of Eu- 
rope (excluding UK, Ireland, 
Sweden and Malta) dogs are free 
to travel 2 1 days after the Rabies 
Vaccination without an immu- 
nity blood test and the six month 
wait. The plan is to try and per- 
suade the UK to change. Also 
they wish to relax the tick and 
tapeworm treatment require- 
ment. The indication is that a de- 
cision has to be made and must 
become law before July 2008. 
Obviously, whilst Brussels will 
make the decisions, the UK has 
to agree. But, it is interesting to 
know that travelling back and 
forth to the UK with our pets 
could become less complicated in 
future. Obviously, and unfortu- 
nately, not before I embark on it 
for Crufts next year with Cleo and 
Merlin!

Peter and Dan Snow: 20th Century Battlefields (BBC2, 9pm) 

The fascinating documentary series, which shines the light of modern science on some 
of the most monumental conflicts of the last century, reaches a conclusion with a look 
at an earth-shaking event which is still causing tremors today. In 1991, the small Arab state 
of Kuwait was at the centre of the last major war of the 20th century. Saddam Hussein’s 
Iraq had invaded the country previous year, putting nearly half the world’s oil within his 
reach - and he threatened to hold the world to ransom. In response, the United States, Saudi 
Arabia and Great Britain led an international coalition army to liberate the country. In the 
climax to Twentieth Century Battlefields, Dan and Peter Snow go to Kuwait to tell the story 
of what Saddam Hussein called the mother of all battles: Operation Desert Storm. Dan 
describes how revolutionary new technology, such as Stealth aircraft and precision-guided 
bombs, would make this a battle unlike anything which had gone before. The Iraqis may 
not have had such cutting-edge technology but, back in 1991 at least, they did have 
^ weapons of mass destruction, and gas attacks were an ever-present fear among coalition 
soldiers. Dan experiences how a simple gas mask would have restricted a soldier’s ability 
to fight in such extreme conditions. Peter shows how both sides chose their tactics in a 
war dominated by cutting-edge technology and ruthless political calculation.

Calming Life’s Storms

our son-in-law visited Portugal 
for the first time, he and our 
daughter enjoyed a picnie on 
the roeky eliffs near Cabo de 
Roeha. Having grown up in 
Chicago, he was enthralled with 
the beauty of the crashing ocean 
waves surrounding them. Nei- 
ther of the two had much expe- 
rience with swimming or sail- 
ing in the ocean. Not under- 
standing the power of the wa- 
ter they perched themselves on 
the edge of the cliff and waited 
for the waves to hit them. 
However, the beautiful foamy 
waves were not as friendly as 
they appeared to be from a safe 
distance away.

In 
those few moments when the 
waves swept over them and 
tossed their bodies around like 
rag dolls, both of them feared for 
their lives as well they should 
have. They returned to our 
home with scratches and 
bruises making us think they 
had surely been in a car accident. 
Thankfully no bones were bro- 
ken, and their young bodies 
healed quickly. 

Angela and T obias will never 
forget the power of the ocean 
that day. The same week as their 
dangerous adventure we read in 
the newspaper that a fisherman 
had been thrown to his death 
from those same cliffs. God, in 
His sovereign grace chose to 
spare their lives that day. The 
power of life and death is al- 
ways in God’s hands. 

This summer we are spend- 
ing a few months in Iowa, our 
home state. Summer in Iowa 
includes frequent thunder- 
storms and the threat of torna- 


dos. Having grown up here, we 
are not overly afraid when these 
storms take place. However, 
when I read about the damage 
caused by Hurricane Katrina 
and her predecessors, I admit to 
being a bit afraid. I read this 
morning that a mature hurricane 
is by far the most powerful 
event on earth. The combined 
nuclear arsenals of the U.S. and 
former Soviet Union do not con- 
tain enough energy to keep a 
hurricane going for a day. The 
power generated by a typical 
hurricane could provide all the 
electric power needed by the 
U.S. for three or four years. 
Those who have experienced 
first hand this kind of amazing 
power, like the power of the 
waves experiencedby our daugh- 
ter and son-in-law, share one 
emotion in common - fear. 

Sometimes life’s circum- 
stances also cause fear. We may 
feel as though we are facing 
mighty storms of a different 
kind. Like the disciples in Mark 
4:35-41, we sometimes find 
ourselves trembling with fear 
and dread. What calmed the dis- 
ciples’ fears that day on the Sea 
of Galilee? Jesus was in the boat 
with them. When they called out 
to Him, He simply spoke say- 
ing, “Peace, be still!” Immedi- 
ately the tempest stopped, and 
the water around their little 
boat became placid. Jesus Christ 
still has the power to calm life ’ s 
storms. The Son ofGod can give 
His children the strength to sur- 
vive life’s storms until He ulti- 
mately calms them. Have you 
invited Him into your boat?

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A special need for NECI 



Founded in 1991, NECI, an Educational Nucleus for Disabled Children, 
is still fighting for recognition. Born through accords with the Ministries 
of Health, Education, and Social Security, the institution was shaped 
from a derelict primary school, granted by Lagos Town Hall. 


Run by founder Dr^. Maria 
Eduarda Oliveira Santos, who 
began her eareer as speeial needs 
teaeher, more than a deeade later 
the sehool ’ s renovation is still an 
on-going proeess. 

Charitable donations and gov- 
ernmental grants have upgraded 
the faeilities to impressive stand- 
ards, but there is still a long way 
to go. 

Despite its worn exterior, in- 
side NECI provides a eomfort- 
able home-from-home environ- 
ment for ehildren and individuals 
of all ages who are sufferers of 
neurologieal andphysieal disor- 
ders like eerebral palsy, of all 
stages and degrees. 

A team of speeialists, teehni- 
eians and earers, volunteer their 
serviees to ensure eontinuation of 
the institution. 

It is believed there is no other 
institute of its kind in the West- 
ern Algarve, with the exeeption 
of Portimao’s CRACEP. 

At present 26 ehildren and 
adults, with ages ranging from 1 6 
to 42,useNECFs serviees. 

Most eome from underprivi- 
leged families, or homes inwhieh 
parents or earers work long hours, 
and rely on the institution, as al- 
ternative speeialist care may be 
unaffordable orunavailable. Each 
family pays a small fee towards 


the institution, which is indi- 
vidually calculated on the fami- 
ly ’s income. 

Everyday NECr s fleet of vans 
collect the individuals from 
around Lagos, Praia da Luz and 
further afield, and take them 
home in the evening. 

Throughout the day, carers and 
users play together, doing educa- 
tional games and making rag 
dolls, hats and bags, as well as 
fridge magnets and cards that are 
sold to help raise revenue. Out- 
ings are another regular occur- 
rence, and now in summer trips 
to the beach have become a popu- 
lar pastime. 

NECI also comprises special- 
ist treatments for outpatients. 

Disabled children, who are ex- 
ternally referred to the insititution 
for treatment, benefit from the fa- 
cilities of aroom specifically de- 
signed to relax and stimulate se- 
rious neurological and physical 
disabilities, including autism and 
speech impairments. A warm 
waterbed, music and light 
therapy calm children, whilst 
specialists work on improving 
disabilities. Some children are 
referred to the facilities from 
birth, as, according to Df*. Maria 
Eduarda Oliveira Santos, “early 
intervention is vital”. 

This week NECI received a 


special gift from artist David 
Haines and photographer Joao 
Carrondo. 

An impressive €865.91 was 
raised for the institution through 
a joint exhibition held at the be- 
ginning of July in the Lagos Slave 
Market, €800 of which was put 
towards buying paint brushes, 
paints, papers, canvases, pens, 
coloured crayons and pencils. 
Whatever is left over will be put 
towards a treat for NECFs occu- 
pants, like an ice cream at the 
beach, or a trip to the cinema. 

As the goods were delivered, 
screams and claps of delight could 
be heard throughout the school. 
Now, NECI will produce works 
of art of their own, which will be 
featured in an Easter exhibition 
spectacular, alongside works 
from the inmates of Faro prison. 

The Faro inmates readily 
agreed to donate ten per cent of 
their profits to NECI, which will 
be a welcome boost to the 
healthy amounts that David and 
Joao have already proved capa- 
ble of raising. 

However, these proceeds are 
but the tip of an iceberg in com- 
parison to what the institution 
needs to achieve its ultimate 
dream. 

Adjacent to the old school 
building is another plot of land

that was also kindly conceded to 
the institution. Ultimately, 
NECF s goal is to build a ‘Reha- 
bilitation Vacation Centre’ that 
will offer first-class facilities and 
care for all individuals’ suffering 
disabilities, diseases, or in 
phases of recuperation. 

Once operational, this would 
suffice to ensure NECFs con- 
tinuation and growth, as well as 
the construction of a residential 
home for long-term accommoda- 
tion of ill children from other in- 
stitutions. 


The project design is com- 
plete and hangs on Df* Maria 
Santos’ office wall. Estimated at 
three million euros, she is 
concious that there is still a very 
long way to go. But, as she says, 
“we have achieved this much. 
We must be optimistic. With a 
little help we can go a long way, 
and every little helps!” 

Df*. Maria Eduarda Oliveira 
Santos is a determined and en- 
thusiastic lady, and will un- 
doubtedly move heaven and 
earth to give the best possible 


care to ‘her’ children. She is lav- 
ish with praise for those who 
have helped the institution grow 
to where it is today. But, as 
David Haines commented, it is 
the “unsung Heros” giving their 
time to NECI, the volunteers, 
who make the real difference.
